, Narberth's school board battle — 
only contest in Tuesday's Repub- 
lican Primary— stirred no more 
than a lukewarm interest among 
the Borough's voters. 

In the comparatively light vot- 
ing, winners of nomination for 
election as school directors were: 

Mrs, Ingeborg T. Robb with 577 
votes; Clifford, Narrigan and Eu- 
gene H. Ogdin with 707 each, anC 
Balph Hoyle with 507. 

Mrs. Robb, Narrigan and Ogdin 
will be candidates for six-year 
terms; Mrs. Margaret Briner, in- 
cumbent who sought re-election to 
a. sixyear term, polled only it* 
yotes. 

Hoyle, running for the unexpired 
four-year term vacancy created by 
the resignation of J. L. McCreary, 
defeated his opponent, E. Lee 
goldsborough. Goldsborough trail- 
ed the field with 326 votes. 

The unopposed candidates for 
three Borough Council vacancies 
were led by William Davies, in- 
cumbent, who polled 821 votes. 
Robert Cameron, also an incum- 
bent, received 818 votes, while 
Charles Ncvins, a newcomer to th* 
Council, received 809. 

Elmer Hackman, unopposed can- 
didate for Borough Auditor, re- 
ceived 813 votes. 

The Democratic Party had no 
candidates for any Borough office.

'""-Suicide Is Coroner's 
Verdict 

Mrs. Gail Evans, 42, of Narberth, 

who shot herself through the head 
with a .45 caliber revolver on Au- 
guest 26, died Sunday in Bryn 
Mawr Hospital . 



Winslow J. Rushong issued a vcr 
diet of suicide and said no inquest 
will be held. 

Captain William E. Shaffer, of 
Lower Merion detectives, said that 
on the night of August 26, Mrs. 
Evans and her husband, Charles 
M., 48, were drinking wine togeth- 
er. Both were despondent because 
Evans, formerly employed by the 
State Liquor Control Boai d, had 
been unemployed for 38 months. 

He grew sleepy from the wine, 
Evans told police, and went to bed. 
He was roused by the sound of a 
shot, and rushed to the living room 
to find his wife slumped in a chair, 
with blood streaming from a head 
wound. Assisted by a neighbor, 
William Ovalle, Evans called Dr. 
William Beamer. 

Mrs. Evans was taken to the 
Bryn Mawr Hospital by the Nar- 
berth Volunteer Medical Service 
Corps ambulance, and remained 
there for nearly two weeks, with- 
out regaining consciousness. 

Two sons, Donald, 22, and Charles 
M., Jr., 24, testified that their mo- 
ther had been in ill Health and ap- 
peared despondent for some time. 
She had mentioned suicide several 
times, they reported 

Mrs. Evans is also survived by 
a daughter, Mrs. Harry Miller, of 
Newport News, Va., where her hus 
band is stationed at the Naval 
Base,

Fire Destroys 
Warehouse and 
Seven Boxcars 

Firemen Delayed Full 
Hour in Search for 
Hose Connection 

For the second time in a month, 
Main Line firemen fighting a stub- 
born blaze had to search nearly an 
hour for a hydrant with which to 
connect their hose. 

Although flames were discover- 
ed in a long wooden warehouse be- 
longing to the Pencoyd iron Works 
in West Manayunk about 5 P. M:, 
Thursday, firemen from the West 
Manayunk and the Union Firej 
Companies had to go back to Jef-J 
ferson st. and Belmont Ave., Phil- 
edelphia, to find a plug and make 
a connection. Last month firemen 
attempting to save the Villanova 
home of John M. Taylor, were for- 
ced to travel two miles to find a 
hydrant. 

Flames swept through the two- 
story wooden warehouse, and seven 
boxcars loaded with paper, an ad- 
jacent Reading Railroad track, 
caught fire. 

Overheated by three hours of 
steady use the West Manayunk 
pumper caught fire and was itself 
burned out at 9 P. M. Firemen 
substituted the Cynwyd pumper 
and continued the six hour fight 

Although more than 200 other 
boxcars were edose to the blaze, 
railroad workers managed to move 
the rest out of reach of the flames. 
The cars that burned were con- 
signed to the Container Corp. of 
America. John Bottinger, yard- 
master, estimated the loss of the 
seven cars and their cargo at $25,- 
000.

Mr. Parsons was born in St. 
Mary's County, the oldest county in 
Maryland, and former capital of 
that state, where both sides of his 
family had been early settlers. He 
was educated at Charlotte Hall, a 
military academy, and at George- 
town University. 

While still a young man he went 
to Chicago to cover William Jen 
nings Bryan's nomination, and his 
story on the famed "Cross of Gold 
speech won him a job on a Chica- 
go newspaper. 

He served in the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war, and then spent two years 
in the Philippines as a correspon- 
dant for the Washington Star, cov- 
ering the Aguinaldo insurrection. 
When he returned he went to work 
for the Baltimore Herald, for whom 
he became Washishington corres- 
pondent. He covered Washington 
for the Herald throughout I be ad- 
ministration of "Teddy" Rossevelt 
and' during the early part of thr 
Taft administration. 

Transferring first to the New 
York World and later to tho Phil- 
adelphia North American,, he later 
became Harrisburg correspondent 
for the Philadelphia Evening Bul- 
letin. He remained there as poli- 
tical editor until 1915, when he left 
the newspaper world to take a 
position. with the American Surety 
Company. His forte was interview- 
ing political personalities, and he 



permitted "animal hospitals, mort 
uaries and cemeteries,' and protest- 
ed that they did not want to have 
dogs and cats buried virtually in 
their backyards. 

A spokesman for Paolini said 
that Dr. Hoedt does not now main- 
tain a hospital, and, according to 
the five-year contract he signed 
with Paolinf, would not have one 
on the new property. Walter A. 
Fox suggested that the words "ani- 
mal hospital, mortuary and ceme- 
tery" be deleted from the ordi- 
nance, and the residents said they 
would be in favor of the proposed 
change if this were done. 

Sterling M., Chain, chairman of 
the Borough Council building 
committee, said that two more 
hearings would have to be held;

The "charges were brought br 
fore Borough Council by a grou 
of eight residents of the area, wh 
complained that police failed t 
break up gangs of men and boy 
who hung around street corneri 
disturbing the neighborhood late a 
night. 

"Calls to both the Ar4more an 
Narberth police stations hav 
brought us no satisfaction," th 
spokesman for the group stated 
"We are appealing to you gently 
men to help us fight this menac 
to our neighborhood." 

"When the police do answer ou 
calls," he stated, "they arrive at th 
corner, merely speak to the crowc 
and then disappear. We would lilc 
to know why the Borough ant 
noise and disturbing the peace or 
dinances are not being enforced." 

Another resident stated: "Mos 
of us are exGI's who have JU3 
moved in the area. We've done ou 
i part to make the neighborhood 
better place to live, but we aren' 
getting much cooperation from th 
police." 

Still another said, "The crowd 
at the corners are so thick yoi 
can't get th'rough, you have to wal 
around them." 

The gangs, the complainants saic 
gather every night in an are 
which includes a sandwich shop 
and a taproom. The noise continue 
until early hours, they said. 

Complaints were also hcan 
against an automobilist who, th 
residents stated, raced his car \v 
and down the street with a cut-ou 
attachment on the muffler open. 

Reports by the residents to bof 
the State and local police brough 
no action, they said, although th 
authorities were given the licena 
number of the automobile. 

Several of the residents who ap 
pearcd Monday night brough 
similar complaints to Council ii 
March and April of this year.

and ignited. Luckily the men were 
able to extinguish the fiames before 
they spread to the rubbish." 

Quite a few persons come to see 
the Incinerator, Sayre said, includ- 
ing Sunday School classes and|reg- 
ular school groups. The disposal 
unit is also included in a tour of 
inspection made annually by town- 
ship commissioners. 

A comedy note is sometimes fur- 
nished by the salvage crew, Sayre 
recalled, when the men don gaudy 
costumes discarded by township 
residents, and hold fashion parades. 

The men are allowed to keep any 
unclaimed jewelry and money they 
find, Sayre said, as well as such 
items as fountain pens, umbrellas 
and radios. He said money was al- 
ways turning up, never in obvious 
places as purses,, but tucked away 
into boxes or pieces of furniture. 

One time a few years back, one 
of the men found a one-pound to- 
bacco can filled with dimes. This 
was never claimed, but during the 
war years several War Bonds were 
returned to their surprised owners 

Sayre himself uses a thermom- 
eter-barometer and an electric fan, 
both of which he rescued from the 
rubbish heap in perfect condition. 
- When, a reporter visited the in- 
cinerator, the following items were 
prominent in an unsalvaged trash 
heap: a coffee pot, picture album, 
small hot water heater, a cake tin, 
a child's scooter, an express wagon, 
a mattress, wastebasket, suitcase, 
tires, stockings, bed springs, 
lamps, a badminton jacket, and a 
variety of other things.
